State, qualified to vote in Tow Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Lower Town Hall in said Stratham on 
Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, next at 10 of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. Relates to a proposal for incorporating some control of growth in the 
Town of Stratham while at the same time continuing the Sounding Board for citizen in- 
put and professional assistance if required and desired leading to the adoption of a 
Master Plan or Comprehensive Plan for the future use, control and regulation of land 
in the Town of Stratham. The Sounding Board would work under and report to the 
Planning Board for such period of time as is required to set up the rules, regulations 
and methods of operation and definition necessary to develop this proposed Master 
Plan or Comprehensive Plan for submission to the voters for adoption within one 

year period or less. Proposal: To add the following to the Zoning and Land Use 
Ordinance at the end thereof and also have it added by reference insofar as it may 
be applicable in order to fully vest the authority of the language of the proposal at 
the end of the Building Ordinance and Land Subdivision Control Regulations if also 
approved by the Planning Board at a Public Meeting. 

In order to reasonably control the rapid growth of residential construction 
within the Town of Stratham it is hereby voted at the Town Meeting of March, 1980, 
that the Planning Board shall not approve more than fifty five lots for the construction 
of residential housing between the Town Meeting of March 1980, and the Town Meeting 
of March, 1981. This regulation shall be effective upon vote of the citizens of the 
Town of Stratham only upon condition that the following provisions are like- 
wise adopted by ballot vote at the March, 1980, Town Meeting. 

A. That the Selectmen shall appoint such number of interested citizens as the 
Selectmen deem necessary to continue the work of the Sounding Board for the 
promotion of and development of a Master Plan or Comprehensive Plan of rhe Town 
of Stratham. The Planning Board shall also approve the appointments. (This 
Sounding Board is now operative and shall continue. ) 

B. That the Selectmen shall enforce the provisions of the growth control 
legislation herein adopted upon the same terms as the Zoning and Land Use Ordinance, 
Building Ordinance and Land Subdivision Control Regulations are now enforce. 

C. That in pursuance of the implementation of the growth control in a fair and 
equitable manner the folling restrictions shall be enforced by the various official 
town agents, boards, commissions or employees: 

1. The Planning Board shall not approve more than six (6) lots for any 
subdivision or developer based on ownership of the subject premises as 
of Town Meeting in March, 1980, no matter how the property is conveyed, encumbered 


or divided between Town Meeting in March, 1980 and Town Meeting of March, 1981. 
This provision relates to Real Estate which requires any new road construction. 

If there is a subdivision submitted requiring no new road construction the maximm 
lot approvals permitted or authorized shall be three (3) upon same terms and 
conditions of ownership as new road constuction Real Estate. If there is a sub- 
division submitted which is serviced by a right of way then only one (1) lot may 
be approved. A new road is defined as one that is not presently maintained by the 
Town of Stratham as of Town Meeting of March, 1980. 

Under no circumstances shall a developer, owner or any other person be granted 
more than ten (10) building permits upon Real Estate which was a part of a sub- 
division, development of single ownership, joint or multiparty ownership between 
Town Meeting of March, 1980 and Town Meeting of March, 1981. This provision includes 
any existing lot or lots approved prior to the Town Meeting of March, 1980, no matter 
how or when they were approved previously and whether or not the approvals were 
for different phases or sections of a subdivision or development. 

2. That the Building Inspector shall not issue any building permit which is contrary 
to the limitations herein set forth. 

3. That the Selectmen shall enforce this legislation using any and all authorized 
legal process to do so. 

4. That this legislation shall be of full force and effect from Town Meeting 1980 
until Town Meeting of March, 1981. 

5. That in the event that any portion of this legislation relating to controlling 
residential growth in the Town of Stratham is deemed to be invalid, illegal or 
unconstitutional then each and every provision of this legislation shall be con- 
Sidered to be separate and distinct and those portions unaffected by any legal order 
shall remain in full force and effect. 

6. That the Planning Board includes the provisi~ns of RSA 31:62(a) in this legislation 
and makes such findings of fact which are necessary to implement the one year interim 
growth control provisions authorized by this statute. In addition the Planning Board 
reconmends that progress continue on a Master Plan and it finds that there continue 
to be unusual circumstances requiring prompt attention and for the purpose of develop- 
ing or altering a growth management process under RSA 31:62(a) within the Town of 
Stratham from the Town Meeting of March, 1980, to the Town Meeting of March, 1981. 
The Planning Board has found that a continuation of some growth control legislation 
is in the best interests of the Town of Stratham with the final proposals to be 
determined after the public heraring scheduled ‘by this notice. 

The Planning Board recommends this article. 


ARTICLE 3. To consider changes in the present procedures and controls utilized 
for installing, testing and approving septic tank, leach field and waste control 
systems. Proposal: To add to Section F - Sanitary Protection Zoning and Land Use 
Ordinance - Article III, Section F - 3, add the following: 

a. The building inspector and/or the highway agent or authorized official 
appointed by the Selectmen or the State shall examine soils of the test pit to be 
assured specified requirements can be met. 

b. The subdivision plat required to be submitted to the licensing or approving 
State Agency or Agencies shall show the location of the test pit and percolation test. 
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The test sites shall be located in close proximity to and/or in soil type of final 
sewage disposal system. A reference mark (bench mark) shall be established at the 
site. 
c. The building inspector and/or the highway agent or authorized official appointed 
by the Selectmen or the State shall perform inspections during construction to assure 
the specified standards are being adhered to. 
The Planning Board recommends this article. 


ARTICLE 4. To consider a regulation, ordinance or restriction that the Town of 
Stratham shall not allow the supply of fresh water to be removed from the Tow of 
Stratham for the use of other municipalities as a water supply with the exception of 
mutual aid from the fire department. 

The Planning Board reconmends this article. 


ARTICLE 5. To consider the adoption of and rules and regulations for a proposed 
Wetlands Conservation District. This is submitted by the Conservation Conmission 
and provides as follows: 

A. General - The Wetland Areas of Stratham are those areas of the town that 
contain tidal marshes. The borders of tidal marshes of the Squamscott River and Great 
Bay shall be protected five (5) feet above mean high water. The Wetland Conservation 
District as herein defined is shown on a map or maps designated as the Town of Stratham 
Wetland Conservation District Map and is part of the "'Zoning Map" of the Town of 
Stratham, New Hampshire. In all cases where the Wetland Conservation District is 
Superimposed over another zoning district in the Town of Stratham, N.H., that 
district whose regulations are the most restrictive will apply. 

In case the Building Inspector questions the validity of the boundaries of a 
Wetland area on any particular piece of property, or upon the written petition of the 
owner of any abutter of said property to the Planning Board, the Board may call upon 
the services of an independent qualified soil scientist to examine said area and 
report his findings to the Planning Board for their determination of the boundary. 
Qualified Soil Scientist is interpreted to mean a person qualified in soil classification 
and who is recommended or approved by the Rockingham County Conservation District 
Supervision, cost to be borne by the petitioner of such an appeal. 

B. Purpose - In the interest of public health, convenience, safety and welfare, 
the regulations of this district are intended to guilde the use of areas of the land 
with extended periods of high water tables. 

1. To control the development of structures and land uses on naturally occurring 
wetlands which would contribute to pollution of surface and ground water by sewerage. 

2. To prevent the destruction of natual wetlands which provide flood protection, 
rechange the ground water supply, and the augmentation of stream flow during dry 
periods. 

3. To prevent unnecessary or excessive expenses to the Town to provide and 
maintain essential service and utilities which arise because of unwise use of wetlands. 

4. To encourage those uses that can be appropriately and safely located in 
wetland areas. 

5. To preserve wetlands for other ecological reasons. 

‘8 6. To preserve and enhance those aesthetic values associated with wetlands of 
this town. 
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C. Permitted uses. 

1. Tidal wetlands. Any use that does not result in the erection of any 
structure or alter the surface configuration by the addition of fill or dredging and 
that is otherwise permitted by the Zoning Ordinances and State and Federal laws. 

a. Tidal marshes: There shall be no cutting of more than fifty (50) percent of 
live trees within a fifty(50) foot border zone of the tidal marshes. A woods road 
to a maximum width of fifteen (15) feet may be made and maintained. Removal of dead 
and dying trees is permitted. 

2. Agriculture, such as harvesting of marsh hay. 

3. Wildlife refuge. 

4. Recreation. 

5. Conservation areas and nature trails. 

6. The following structures are permitted on the tidal wetlands: Fences, 
footbridges, catwalks, and wharves provided said structures are so constructed on 
posts or pilings as to permit the unobstructed flow of the tide, do not obstruct 
navigation on tidal creeks, and preserve the natural contour of the marshes, and 
approved by the Planning Board. 

D. Special exceptions. 

1. Persons or corporations wishing to construct pipe lines or transmission 
lines for the delivery of essential public services across any designated wetland 
in the Town of Stratham must, in addition to complying with all other local and 
State regulations, apply for a special exception from the Planning Board and other Town 
Boards and deposit a performance bond with the Selectmen to ensure that post- 
construction conditions are restored as nearly as possible to the original grade 
and appearance along the construction route. The amount of the refundable bond 
shall be determined by the Selectmen sufficient to pay full costs of site restoration 
should the applicant fail to comply with the invent of this paragraph and terms of 
his permit. 

2. The construction of roads requires a special exception from the Planning 
Board, which may be issued where it is shown that due to existing conditions, no 
alternative route is feasible, in addition to meeting existing requirements of 
special exceptions. 

3. Exceptions may not be granted: 

a. Unless it is essential to productive use of land not so zoned. 

b. Unless it can be shown that such construction shall have a minimal 
detrimental impact upon the wetland. 

4. Economic advantage alone shall not be deemed sufficient reason for the above 
mentioned exceptions.

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POLICE REPORT - 1979 
Personnel: Three permanent, two part time 
Vehicle: 1979 Buick Lesabre, March 1980 - Mileage 56,000, March 1981 mileage 112,000 est. 
Patrol area coverage - Approximate 44 miles of roadway 


Geographical area: The continuing growth of the town and the needs of the Police Dept. 
are again reflected by activity statistics compiled for 1979. Demand for services 
showed large increases in nearly all of the important categories. 


Automobile Accidents: 1978 - 139 accidents; 2 fatalities, 1979 - 102 accidents 
O fatalities. 


The decrease of the accident ratio is due to the Highway Safety countermeasures 
that were implemented by the Police Department. 


Radar is being used regularly on our roads and meaningful programs in selective 
traffic enforcement of road safety is underway as we enter the New Year. Your 
cooperation in driving safety will benefit all of us. 


Burglaries were on the increase again. In 1978 there were 39 reported offenses, 
in 1979 52 cases were reported, a definite increase in the coming trend. We greatly 
appreciate the assistance of those alert residents who called us inmediately to 
report any suspicious activity in their neighborhood. Their helpfulness increases 
the effectiveness of our patrol immeasurably. 


The "Complaints and Requests for assistance" also increased this year. This 
area, perhaps more than any other reflects the growth problem the town is under- 
going. The increased density of the population, the transitional problem facing 
the many who move from larger cities into our community. 


The department attempts to assist with something less than court action. The 
confrontations that occur are most often from neighbors not knowing each other well 
enough to iron out their differences. In these cases, the well trained officer acts 
as a catalyst to bring the people together so that they can discuss and solve their 
own problems. 


We were very fortunate this year in the hiring of a 14 year veteran in law 
enforcement. Roger Levesque has served both in the public and the private sector 
on all levels of government with great success. His various skills and expertise 
have already been an asset to the department both progressively and professionally 
in the law enforcement sciences and the criminal justice system. 


Serious manpower shortages hve developed this year due to the influx of request 


for services and the general ‘needs for crime prevention, detection and apprehension 
specifically during those time periods when the Police Dept. is at a minimm level. 
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Although the need for additional full time personnel is severe, including 
clerical assistance, the police department will continue to perform as effectively and 
efficiently to the needs of it's community within it's limited resources. 


The rapidly increasing number of armed robberies in this area make it imperative 
that we that we institute a regular training program so that all officers qualify 
and remain proficient in the use of the various law enforcemnt weapons. 


The police department is in process of screening personnel to serve the community 
as "Special Police Officers'', a much needed service to assist in responding to 
emergencies and fill for vacations and other periods of shortages of personnel. As 
of January 1, 1980, the N.H. Police Standards and Training Council have made cert- 
ification a requirement for all part time officers. This will result in maintaining 
the high standards required in law enforcerent which will benefit both the individual 
officer and the community he serves. 


Officer Carlton Spaulding, who has been with the department both on a part 
time and now on a full time basis, is presently attending an eight week course of 
basic instruction at the N. H. Police Standards and Training Council Police Academy. 
Upon his completion he will have met the State mandatory requirements and become 
a certified police officer. When he returns to duty, his presence will assist on 
holding the line on many problems. 


Cheri Patterson is our Animal Control Officer. 


The department was saddened by the death of one of its officers in 1979. 
Albert Gilbert died an untimely death in July. Al was a police officer whose 
personality endeared him to all who knew and worked with him. He is sorely missed 
by the department. 


A number of significant administrative changes occurred in the police department 
during 1979, a new manual of rules and procedures was published for the guidance and 
direction of the officers of the department. In the areas of reporting and records 
management, ~rocedures were streamlined and made more accurate which allows for 
faster retrieval of information with less cumbersome reports so as to allow for the 
proper focusing in on selected problems within the community on a priority basis. 


The statistics on our 1979 budget point out the efforts that were made in saving 
the taxpayers dollars in the forms of money grants and reimbursements of Federal 
and State Funding including those services rendered by the department. N. H. Highway 
Safety; 1979 $2,699.00, proposed 1980 $7,645.00; N. H. Crime Commission $2,838.00, 
proposed 1980 $250.00; other sources $3,472.00, proposed 1980 $3,500.00. 


Comparison of Actives; Accidents 1978, 139; Accidents 1979, 102; Status -37. 
Arrest and Summons totaled for 1979, 173; 1978 308. An increase of 405 cases to be 
disposed of in the court system. All of which are prosecuted by Lt. Levesque, the 
police prosecutor. The above activies were tempered somewhat by the fact that 
497 warnings were issued for minor infractions of the law. 
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Finally, we would like to add that the officers of the Stratham Police 
Department are continuously conmitted to providing the best police services within 
the community, and we will continue to strive for excellence as a law enforcemt 
agency to meet the needs of the conmunity.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


This is the time of year when the town's people of Stratham are thinking about 
Town Meeting and the town departments budgets with a brief report about what was done 
last year (1979) and what they wish to accomplish this year (1980). I am responsible 
for the public works program consisting of (a) Highway Department, (b) Dump, (c) Park, 
(d) Cemeteries (e) Grass Mowing Program (f) Inspection of construction of new sub- 
division roads to see that the contractor follows the design and meets all town 
specifications of that construction. A, B, C, D each have there own budget. 


The approval of Article #13 at last town meeting improved the Highway Department 
buildings greatly by putting on a new roof, closing in the front of the old open 
shed with three new doors and building a new salt shed considerable distance away 
from the other building. This enabled us to move the salt and sand into the new 
storage building making room to park trucks and equipment in a salt free garage. This 
should cut down on rust problems with the equipment. Also, we of the Highway Depart- 
ment are very pleased that water and toilet facilities were installed. During the 
spring when gasoline was real hard to get with long lines and somtimes impossible to 
get at all it presented the Highway Department and Fire Department with a real problem 
Both departments met with the Selectmen. The Selectmen did not want the Town left in 
such critical condition authoriizing a fuel tank to be installed for the use of all 
town departments. The Town was able to get emergency fuel allotments to cover the 
year. 


Resurfacing by grading up the old surface, reshaping the old sub grade and 
applying 134'' of new hot asphalt to the old surface material was accomplished by 
Bell & Flynn Construction Co. on High Street from Gowen's corner to nearly Birnum 
Woods Road. If the budget allows, we plan to continue this process on more of High 
Street this year. The entrance to Crestview Terrace also received this same 
treatment. The balance in Crestview received shiming and resurfacing with hot 
asphalt. The only subdivision left not with hot asphalt surface is Pinewood Drive 
off William Circle and Hersey Lane. We plan to sand seal as many roads as possible 
this year with our ow equipment. 


Brush cutting along the road sides is nearly complete. This will be accomplished 
this winter and spring as weather permits. Improvement by cutting brush along the 
perimeter walls in the cemeteries is being accomplished. Also estimates are 
being procured to rebuild’ the stone work at the entrance of Greenwood Cemetery. 

This stone work has to be done in warm weather that is why the delay at this time. 


Snow removal at this time of the writing has been unusually low, maybe Feb., 
March, and April will make up the differnece, usually the weather man has a way of 
balancing things off. 


We have eight subdivision roads in various stages going on at once. Four 


will probably be aecepted by the Town this summer or by the end of the year and 
three new ones will start up constructon this spring. 
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If you look in your Town Report to the Revenue side 'Income to the Highway 
Department'' you will see it is about $100,000.00, so the amount to be raised by 
taxes is about $37,000.00. 


We wish to extend an invitation to anyone to visit the Highway Department 
Garage and see the improvements, you made it possible and we thank you.

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WIGGIN MEMORTAL LIBRARY 


During 1978, new lighting was installed over the reference-study area in the 
main part of the library. This past year, we finished the project by having new 
fluorescent lighting installed in the stacks area and the entranceway which gives 
us a whole new look. 


The sixth grade was brought to the library by Mrs. Batchelder, school librarian. 
This is a yearly event so that the students who will be attending the junior high 
school in Exeter will be made aware of what we have available for reference books 
and further study. Several of the area kindergartens and nursery schools visited 
the library for stories and films. Story hours were held for pre-schoolers on 
Monday afternoons from January through May, during July and August and from October 
through December. Films were obtained and shown to various organizations in town 
including the Pilgrim Fellowship and the Grange. The Stratham Historical Society 
used the library for their meetings at various times through the year. 


A puppet show was sponsored by the library for all the children in town at 
Stratham Hill Park in late June. The Sunmer Reading Program was successful again 
this year with more than 70 children reading books for the theme ''Travel With Books". 
A "popcorn matinee" was held at the library in late August with movies, popcorn and 
punch served to all those children who participated in the Summer Reading Program. 


The library began buying cassette-book sets and story cassettes this year. 
Although these may be borrowed for the regular circulation time, there is a 
cassette player in the library with earphones for the use of patrons. Prints of 
paintings and photographs have been available for borrowing for the first time this 
year as well. 


The Girl Scout Troop made decorations and put them up in the library for 
Christmas. We received many compliments on how nice the library looked for the 
holidays and really appreciated all their efforts. 


Family Film Nights were revived this fall. These are hour long showings of 
films for the whole family and were held in October and November. Since the 
attendance was good and families seem interested, we plan more in 1980, during the 
months of March, April and May. 


Our staff includes a page and all around helper, Pamela Wiggin and Helga Hart, 
who has been taking courses at U. N. H. in library techniques. 


We are very grateful to all the organizations and individuals who contributed 
books and magazine subscriptions to the library.

STRATHAM VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


During 1979, the fire department conducted a most successful ''door to door" 
fire prevention campaign. This was done not only to better inform the public on 
fire safety measurers; but also to allow the many new people in town the opportunity 
to meet and talk with their firemen. The proper use and maintenance of wood stoves 
and chimneys was a fire safety issue discussed with many; especially in lieu of its 
present popularity. 


The department wishes to thank the Ladies Auxiliary for their support during 
the past year. Their disaster conmittee was there ready to serve a hot meal any 
time when called. A new kitchen refrigerator and kitchen supplies were generously 
donated to the department with the completion of the new kitchen. In addition at our 
annual Christmas party, we were presented with gifts of firefighting coats, mittens, 
gloves, a camera and two Koehler hand lanterns. 


In March of 1979, the Stratham Fire Department put into service a new Mask-Air 
Service Truck. This is an emergency vehicle which responds to major fires throughout 
the mitual aid system. Its purpose is to bring bottled air supplies to be used by 
firefighters. The funding for this truck was through the Rockingham County Conm- 
issioners and the Interstate Mutual Aid System. This truck is housed at the Stratham 
fire station and manned by a team of trained Stratham firefighters. 


The department is making ready for its new front line fire truck. The contract 
for this new piece of equipment was awarded to FMC, Fire Apparatus. The town should 
be receiving it shortly after July '80. 


Many new volunteers have joined the fire department this past year. Training 
sessions continue to be held twice a month with members being refreshed on many 
firefighting skills. Also a number of our men have received their heavy duty drivers 
license which increases our driver force. 


Fire calls through our ''Red Phone" network continue to be up. In response to 
such calls, the department made 103 runs during the year. 


In closing remember that the fire department is here to serve you. Please feel 
free to call or stop by the station for fire safety information or just a visit.

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MOSQUITO CONTROL COMMISSION REPORT 


The Stratham Mosquito Control Program for 1979 was not as successful as last 
year partially due to the termination of the Rockingham Mosquito Control Project 
which did much of our larviciding. Late in the season Jonathan Tucker, an experienced 
entomologist, was hired to larvicide the heaviest breeding sites along the Squamscott 
River where the Aedes Solicitan or the Salt Marsh Mosquito is abundant. The conmm- 
ission met throughout the summer months; drew up a more intensive program involving 
light trapping for collection and identification, larviciding, source reduction and 
finally adulticiding or spraying. Fritz Schaller will be taking on the main trust 
of the program with early larviciding in March and April with Abate 4E on both know 
salt and fresh water breeding sites. He has obtained much of the equipment and 
records left by the terminated Rockingham County Mosquito Project. Included was a 
microscope on loan to the town from the CETA foundation. 


This year the Pesticide Control Board, using the RSA 149D, has become stricter 
in it's guidlines on the use of pesticides for the abatement of mosquitoes. All 
licenses were canceled and new exams, both oral and written, will be administered 
in Concord. A two day class was given at the University of New Hampshire to prepare 
for these exams. Both Mr. Schaller and Mr. Sewall attended these classes. 


It is strongly recommended by the conmission that a gasoline powered granular 
spreader be purchased by the town to increase the effectiveness of the larvicide 
applicator's ability to treat all of the mosquito breeding sites, especially areas 
around Chapman's landing. 


Frank Hart's resignation from the commission was accepted with much regret, 
and we want to thank him for his direction and continuous help over the past two 
years.

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STRATHAM SCHOOL DISTRICT ANNUAL REPORT 
OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Public concern about basic knowledge and the basic skills in education is 
valid. It is agreed we want to develop informed, thinking citizens capable of 
participating in both domestic and world affairs. The basic skills, or essentials 
of education become the foundation for all future skills and content learning. 


In Stratham we have made a strong commitment to the basic skills through a 
mastery program of essential skills and abilities in a continuous progress approach. 
These skills have been divided into groups of learnings we call levels. As 
children show mastery of the skills in a level they progress to the next level. 

It is an orderly approach to learning, and for most children it is a successful 
means of providing for good learning. 


Recent tests of the Stratham children on a national standardized test has 
shown that the Stratham students scored higher on these tests in basic skills com- 
pared to national public school norms. In fact most scores were in line with the 
top quarter for all schools in the country. Much credit must be given to staff 
and programs. 


The Stratham teachers have made a commitment to follow the continuous progress 
approach, and I am grateful for their efforts and the obvious results. The school 
board has been most supportive of the system, and have given staff needed aides, 
materials and specialists to assist in giving every student an opportunity to use 
one's full learning potential, and to thus prepare students for the years ahead. 


In September the AREA #18 Vocational School will open. Much planning and 
preparation will have gone into the initial stages in organizing courses, getting 
materials, equipment, and a qualified staff to handle the wide variety of offerings 
for students. The Stratham secondary tuition pupils to Exeter will have additional 
opportunities beyond the academic areas. It is a pleasure to be able to announce 
these new vocational subjects. These will meet the needs of a group of students 
so they can graduate from high school with marketable skills. We should equip 
those interested with preparation for post secondary vocational training or job 
entry. 


The maintenance of responsible discipline while stressing good character 
building is an essential which both the school and parents must share. Our schools 
have been well maintained over the years, and we are certainly blessed by the fact 
we do not have the problems of the big cities. I feel confident we can maintain a 
good school program. Costs are constantly rising for the schools as they have for 
everyone. The local property tax is hit hard. It is a known fact that the State 
mandates many standards and requirements but does not contribute much to meeting 
the cost of these mandates. As educators we must bear in mind, and be responsible 
with our request if we expect the community to continue to support the school 
budget. Teacher salaries, transportation and tuition both to the AREA schools and 
for special education take the bulk of the school dollar. Obviously heating bills 
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are beginning to "cut'' into the budget much as it does in your homes. The schools 
depend on you, the citizens, for its ultimate support through your vote at district 
meeting. I trust you will view this year's proposals as reasonable. 


Mr. David Michaud has been serving the Stratham Memorial Schools well as its 
Principal. He reports the following: 


The enrollment at the Stratham Memorial School has increased slightly in the 
past year. We continue to regroup students for instruction in Grades 2 through 6. 
This regrouping is to accommodate instructional needs, levels of instruction, and 
to reduce class size for those children who need more individual help in Reading 
and Mathematics. 


We also have the service of a Title I Supervisor two days a week, and a Title 
I Tutor four mornings each week to assist pupils in Reading and Language Areas. 
We continue to be able to offer students Occupational Therapy and Speech Therapy 
when necessary, and this year we have been most fortunate to add the services of a 
guidance counselor one day each week. 


Our school Library is one of which the town of Stratham can be proud. It 
operates efficiently and serves a large number of students each day. The school 
Library is fortunate enough to have the invaluable assistance of many volunteers 
and a number of volunteers are also currently helping the classrooms. 


Our PTO has given assistance in coordinating the volunteer program and we are 
most grateful for their help in all areas, especially in providing experiences for 
the children in the Arts and Humanities. This year we have been most fortunate to 
have a new tire and beam playground, which was constructed during the summer. 
Because of the efforts of many people in our PTO, much hard work in fund raising, 
organization, and construction was accomplished by our very dedicated and hard 
working PTO members. 


Because of the excellent community support, pleasant atmosphere in the school, 


and our quality instructional program, the Stratham Memorial School continues to 
be an elementary school of which the town of Stratham can be proud. 
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REPORT OF THE BUSINESS ADMINISTRATOR 
Walter C. Pierce, Jr. 


There are three areas which have been requiring most of my time and will 
continue to do so in 1980-81. These areas are: energy manaaement, financial 
management and budgeting, and maintenance of nlant. 

Energy conservation is the single most critical component of any of the 
responsibilities of the Business Administrator. Recoanizing this, attempts are 
being made to increase eneray conservation awareness and to improve orqanization- 
al responsiveness to worthwhile suqaestions. Projects which have above average 
potential for minimizing consumption of fuel and electricity need to be inteqrat- 
ed into our plant maintenance planning process. Along these lines, each school 
building in S.A.U. 16 has been enrolled in the Governor's Council on Energy 
conservation program. Energy audits have been completed for all buildinas and 
requests for fundina engineering analyses have been submitted to the Governor's 
Council. Regardless of whether funds are qranted by the State for engineering 
assitance, provision for these analyses is being included in the 1980-81 budgets. 
In addition, maintenance projects with above average eneray savings potential 
are being evaluated. 

In the area of financial reports and budgeting the conversion to the Handhook 
IIR account codes, mandated by the State, has been completed. This year, the 
format for each school district budget reflects this conversion. In order to take 
full advantage of these new codes, automation of our bookkeening and accountina 
procedures is heing planned for 1930-81. Automation means computer and computer 
means increasing our capacity to analyze costs. It is honed that the 1980-81 
budgetina process and financial renorting will becin to be converted to an auto- 
mated system during the summer of 1980. 

Maintenance of plant is closely allied with eneray conservation. Our qoals 
for 1989-81 are to develop a more unified preventive maintenance program, improve 
the coordination of the maintenance and custodial effort amona all districts, and 
implement procedures which will improve our response time to various project re- 
quests. 

In ccnclusion, in the short time I have heen in this position, I have been 
extremely impressed with the dedication and competence of the clerical and custo- 
dia} personnel. The building princinals and their administrative personnel have 
also spent a great deal of their time assisting me. I would like to express my 
gratitude to all of these persons for their help and encouragement in these first 
few months.
